A GIANT BEAVER- DAM,

The engineering feats.of the beaver 
are a ‘matter of familiar knowledge, 
says The Scientific American ( New 
York, 14th February); but it will) 
surprise: many of us to know that a 
single colony of these industrious | 
animals iscapable of constructing a 

' dam twelve feet high and a‘quarter 
of a mile long. He goeg on: 

“Such a dam was recently dis- 
covered by a State gamewarden in 
a secluded spat along Taylor’s Creek, | 
Bayfield: County, Wis. Even the/ 
beaver-house ‘at the centre of the| 
dam is of eléphantine proportions, |: 
being sixteen feet high and forty feet 
broad at the. base. The sleeping- f 
apartment inside the house is excep. | 
. tionally spacious for a beaver home, |. 
. being large enough for a tall:man to 
Vie down at full length. The floor 
was found to -be covered’ with 
a dry substance and was as-clean as a 
whistle... Evidently the beavers were 
looking for a long winter, as large 
* quantities of foodwere found storedin 
the house for cold-weather use. Nine 
Beavers, an exceptionally large family, 
were livingcomfortably i inthehouse— 
the parent beavers ard their children. 
Beavers are like some humble, 
primitive race of, people of ‘peaceful 
disposition and few wants, ‘indus. 
trions, and practical in their affairs, 
and apparently depending more upon. 
reason and less upon instinct than do 
any of the forest folk. Many of their 
habits reflect so much of injelligence
